Library Night at the Kinsale Inn a fundraiser held 
recently for the Mattapoisett Library expansion project 
raised an impressive $6,426 — part of which included a 
raffle of the Wanderer ship model donated by Michael 
Sylvia. 

In addition to dinner and refreshments enjoyed 
by some 235 library supporters, the library brought its 
own music in the form of Library Director Judy Wallace 
and her husband David Gries, who are professional blues 
and jazz performers.

Rochester Selectman Bradford Morse were not present for 
the meeting. 

The boards first met with Steve Smith of the 
Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District (SRPEDD) to discuss how the organization can 
assist the tri-towns in hiring a regional planner. Over the 
course of the last few Tri-Town Selectmen's Meetings, the 
town officials all voiced support for hiring a Tri-Town 
Planner to help coordinate regional planning issues, 
especially growth. 

Mr. Smith explained that SRPEDD could assist the 
towns by administering the position, something which 
they've done in the past for four other towns in the area. 
"There's always a concern if the planner worked for one 
of the towns, he/ she wouldn't be shared equally," Mr. 
Smith said. "We'd play the role of a broker. This person 
would become a SRPEDD employee and we would have 
an agreement with the towns. In this case, we did exercise 
some supervision ... because all four towns were having 
planners for the very first time. We could (also) just be an 
administrative mechanism (to oversee) the planner. It 
(would all be) spelled out in the agreement what the role 
of the towns were and what the role of SRPEDD was. We 
don't have any stake in doing anything more than (ad- 
ministering) the position." 

Mr. Smith said SRPEDD could also enroll the 
planner in their payroll plan and administer health 
benefits, with the three towns kicking in their equal share

for the total salary. It was estimated at a previous Tri- 
Town meeting that the position would likely cost $75,000 
a year — or $25,000 per town. 

"I wish more towns would get together and 
coordinate things the way Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester do,'' Mr. Smith said. "I always point to the three 
towns as an example of how beneficial it is to work 
together.'' 

"My feeling is that a Regional Planner would best 
serve the region by working on those things that we feel 
can be regionalized and move along," Selectman Henry 
said. "If you get into zoning and the like, you may have 
competing and conflicting interests there. We really need 
to focus on the things that ... serve the interests of all three 
towns." 

Selectman Andrews said one of the Tri-Town 
Planner's main tasks would be to deal with the "burden 
of Chapter 40B developments," which all three towns 
have experienced of late. 

"It would be my hope that a Regional Planner 
could help guide us in finding ways to be more creative in 
meeting 40B goals," Selectman Andrews said. "Marion 
has a head start on us. I think having a professional 
planner would help us (all) meet these 40B goals." 

Selectman Nunes said he hopes the Tri-Town 
Planner could assist Rochester in expanding its industrial 
and commercial base. "How can we be less reliant on 
SEMASS?" he asked. "Is there a way for Rochester to 
expand its industrial or commercial zoning? We have 
large tracts of land that are either going to be developed 
into homes ... or a business venture. I just don't think our 
town can rely (solely) on SEMASS. We need to have some 
sort of proactive approach." 

Selectman Lombard, who's worked with full-time 
planners in his capacity as a Town Administrator, said 
everything "relates back to zoning."

"Fve found a town that has solid zoning laws in 
place is in better shape/' Selectman Lombard said. "I 
know our Planning Board works hard on zoning (issues), 
but it's a part-time board. We've got property in town that 
the town owns and is privately owned. I think we need to 
have SRPEDD oversee and administer (the regional 
planner). Fd prefer that it come under SRPEDD's supervi- 
sion and each town receive a bill ... (because) there will be 
times when Rochester needs more time than we do." 

Selectman Laboa said a Tri-Town Planner would 
really go a long way in helping Rochester look for oppor- 
tunities they've been unable to find thus far. "Rather than 
waiting for something to happen and react to a project 
that's coming into town, we'd like to have solid zoning in

place/' he said. "It would be interesting to see how the 
time is shared (among the three towns)/' 

Mr. Smith mused that the town officials men- 
tioned enough potential projects to "keep a couple of 
planners busy." In the end, he said it was simply a matter 
of splitting up the planner's time and duties as needed. 

"It might make sense to have a planner work one 
day in each town and then two days at (the SRPEDD 
office)," Mr. Smith said. "You'll also need to decide 
whether the planner works under the Board of Selectmen 
or the Planning Board or the Town Administrator. One 
day a week in each town doesn't get a lot done ... (but I've 
found) a planner's time is typically taken up with day-to- 
day things." 

"We do have to come back to zoning and meet the 
tri-town zoning meets ... relative to students going to ORR 
High School," Selectman Andrews said. "For every new 
home built (in the tri-towns), it does cost money." 

Mr. Smith suggested coming up with a couple of 
prospective models based on the information the various 
boards had shared with him and then report back to them 
at a future date. From that point, they can devise a job 
description for the regional Tri-Town Planner position 
which will need to funded at each town's upcoming 
Annual Town Meetings. 

"I can see (the potential for) Planning Board 
issues to take over all the Regional Planner's time," 
Selectman Lombard said. "(I think) the direction should 
come from our respective offices ... so when you present 
this idea at Town Meeting, we can direct (the Tri-Town 
Planner) as to what direction he/ she should go." 

"Whatever we decide to do, how it's set up, it's 
going to be a work-in-progress as we move along," added 
Selectman Laboa. "I think everybody realizes that. The 
Planning Board(s) are naturally going to get involved

with the Regional Planner on a regular basis. But I think 
you'll find the Planning Board is so wrapped up with 
what they're doing, they'll welcome another person (to 
assist)/' 

All three collective boards agreed the potential 
growth in the towns and the lack of affordable housing 
are the paramount issues which the future Tri-Town 
Planner needs to address. 

"It's a shame when we have a resident in town 
who wants to sell their three- or four-bedroom home and 
they can't find a reasonable condo or townhouse to live 
in," Selectman Andrews said. 

At 6:54 pm the boards met with Reg Foster of the 
Marion Cable Committee and Daniel White of the 
Mattapoisett Cable Committee to discuss the status and 
implementation of the Public, Education and Government 
(PEG) Access Corporation and centralized studio to be 
housed at ORR High School. 

Among the key goals outlined by Mr. Foster: 

• Maintain the continuity of current government 
and public access offerings for Mattapoisett and Marion 
while expanding and establishing the Tri-Town Public 
Access Corporation (PAC) for all three towns; 

• Expand government and public access in the 
three communities; and 

• Support ORR's plans to have an education (ED- 
TV) channel and launch two to three news classes for the 
Fall 2005 semester.

In the short term, Mr. Foster said they are looking 
toward getting the ORR Studio functioning by mid-March 
so they can meet the two town's immediate public and 
government access needs. Rochester still needs to renego- 
tiate their contract with Comcast to opt into the tri-town 
deal and they presently do not support any public or 
government access programming. 

"I think the most important for Mattapoisett right 
now is to keep the government access channel up and 
running and maintain the bulletin board/' Mr. White said. 
"Then weTl have to take a direction as to how the studio 
is set up at ORR." 

Mr. Foster told the collective officials they are 
seeking guidance with how to proceed and support for 
their goals — both short-term and long-term. 

"My thought was instead of bringing the anti- 
quated equipment from (the Marion Comcast studio) to 
the ORR Studio, we would use the equipment to dupli- 
cate what we have in Mattapoisett in both Marion and 
Rochester," Selectman Andrews said. "We should take the 
money we're allocated from (Comcast) and buy state-of-

the-art equipment for the ORR studio. I think that would 
be the best utilization of our resources. Mattapoisett is in a 
unique position — we don't need to do anything right 
now. We have our I-Net connection to the head end (in 
Marion). I think collectively we could have an interesting 
(tri-town) public access channel ... and we can keep our 
individual government access channels." 

But Daniel White warned the committed funds 
from Comcast can get eaten up quick with the purchase of 
updated equipment. 'Tt sounds like weVe got a lot of 
money to deal with ... (but) that money can be eaten up 
with one studio in about five minutes/' he said. "Then 
when you're dealing with salaries and paying people, 
youVe got to be careful." 

Selectman Lombard, however, felt they would 
need to upgrade the equipment at some point — espe- 
cially for the ORR Studio. "Fm supportive of getting high- 
tech equipment for (the ORR Studio)," he said. "The 
analog equipment has fallen by the wayside. Comcast is 
not giving us that equipment out of the goodness of their 
hearts ... it's outdated." 

The boards agreed to hold their next monthly Tri- 
Town Selectmen's meeting on Thursday, February 17 at 
6:00 pm at ORR High School so they could view the 
future Tri-Town PEG Access Studio facility. With that, 
they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening at 8:46 
pm.

This grant will also assist the state by 
providing stability in an archeological sensitive area.

"Rochester is one of the most pristine areas in all 
of the Commonwealth/' added Senator Menard. 'These 
funds will go a long way in securing and preserving the 
Mattapoisett River shoreline." 

The Self-Help Program was established in 1961 to 
assist municipal Conservation Commissions acquiring 
land for natural resource and passive outdoor recreation 
purposes. This state program pays for the acquisition of 
land, or a partial interest — such as a Conservation 
Restriction — and associated acquisition costs such as 
appraisal reports and closing costs.

The third quarter of Fiscal 2005 Actual Real Estate 
and Personal Property tax bills were mailed on December

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Under Siege

Assault on Precinct 13, Starring Ethan Hawke and 
Laurence Fishburne. Directed by Jean-Frangois Richet. 
Running time: 109 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Back there in 1976, two years before unleashing Halloween on 
an unsuspecting world, John Carpenter established his bad-ass 
street cred with the low-budget Assaw/f on Precinct 13. A tip of the 
hat to Rio Bravo, the movie worked minimalist wonders with its 
stark, no-nonsense premise of cops and criminals banding together 
to hold off a gang siege. The new remake is okay for what it is, but 
it's the work of people trying a little too consciously to be Carpen- 
ter-esque — most of the film is painted in varying tones of gun- 
metal blue, for instance, just like an early Carpenter flick. Still, it's 
not a work of sacrilege, either, especially considering that Carpenter's 
original — reportedly not among his favorites (like many directors 
looking back on early work, he can only see the rookie stumbles) — 
was itself a loose remake of Howard Hawks' 1959 Western, and 
Carpenter himself sort of remade it as the atrocious Ghosts of Mars. 

Ethan Hawke, as cadaverous as ever (get the man a sandwich), 
leads the new cast as tormented Detroit desk cop Jake Roenick, once 
a hotshot undercover narc before a bust went bad. He's the one 
presiding over the soon- to-be-closed Precinct 13 on New Year's 
Eve, during a hellacious snowstorm that forces a bus full of convicts 
to dump its surly cargo into 13's cells. Along with seasoned Irish 
cop Jasper (Brian Dennehy, a welcome sight) and hot-to-trot secre- 
tary Iris (Drea de Matteo), Jake grudgingly takes in the convicts, 
including notorious gangster Marion Bishop (Laurence Fishburne, 
who must've found the weight Hawke lost), who's the target of 
corrupt cops (led by a clenched Gabriel Byrne) who want to whack 
him before he testifies and implicates them. 

James DeMonaco's script is amusingly blunt about its charac- 
ter set-up, but also forgetful; at one point a convict (Ja Rule) actually 
introduces himself as a Libra, then pegs someone else as an Aries, 
but then never waxes astrological again. The usefulness of one 
character, Jake's shrink Alex Sabian (who implausibly gets stranded 
at the precinct), is limited to the fact that she's played by Maria 
Bello, who along with Drea de Matteo gets some of the typical John 
Carpenter femaleness (smart, scared but tough) onto the screen. 
Indeed, a lot of the characters here seem to be written (and acted) in 
homage to Carpenter, which may explain why, despite the change 




in premise and location, this Assault never quite feels like its own 
film. (Carpenter's tribute to Rio Bravo, on the other hand, declared 
its own personality loud and clear.) It's decent imitation J.C., I 
suppose — an homage twice removed. 

Carpenter, I think, would have been more interested in the 
convicts than in Jake's crisis of confidence. John Leguizamo, acting 
like Steve Buscemi channeling the Hitchhiker from Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre, twitches and rants as the junkie prisoner Beck, and Aisha 
Hinds has a potentially intriguing role as Anna, a sullen young 
woman who insists she was wrongly arrested (we never find out if 
she was or not). Laurence Fishburne, doing a King of New York- 
meets-Morpheus turn, is so hipster-stoic-cool he's practically im- 
mobile; can this be the same actor who was so memorably unhinged 
in What's Love Got to do With It as the manic-sadistic Ike Turner? The 
movie seems more interested in Jake's Demerol addiction, or the 
shrink's OCD (boy, obsessive-compulsives arereally hot these days 
— see The Aviator, Monk, and Elektra). 

I don't want to spoil the original Assault's most famous mo- 
ment for those of you who haven't seen it, but suffice it to say that 
it involved a little girl who wanted vanilla twist. It was Carpenter's 
signal to the audience that all bets were off, that there was no shock 
he would spare if realism called for it. There's no vanilla-twist girl 
in Assault '05, which probably says more about the times than about 
director Jean-Frangois Richet's willingness to pull out the stops. 
Richet, making his English-language debut here, unveiled a film in 
1997 called Ma 6-T va crack-er, which one Internet Movie Database 
reviewer described as "a film showing and encouraging violence 
and revolt." That sounds like a film close to Carpenter's cynical 
heart, but all Assault encourages is the occasional buzz of adrena- 
line as most of its tiny cast is decimated. It's neither graceful nor 
disgraceful; it just functions and then is over.
